The Senate Still Struggling With 


a Bill to Reduce the Pres- 


ent War Revenue 


Tares. 


Washington, April 8. — The house 


passed the Chinese exclusion bill after 
incorporating in it several amend- 
ments which increased the drastic 
character of the measure. The prin- 
cipal one not only excludes Chinese 
by birth and descent, but all Chinese 
of mixed blood. The chief struggle 
•was over an amendment to prohibit 
the employment of Chinese sailors on 
American shipjs.. Aa amendment cov- 
ering this proposition was at first 
ruled out on a point of order, but sub- 
sequently was modified to evade the 
ruling and was a-iopted—100 to 74. 
As passed the 
bill practically re- 


enacts the existing exclusion laws 
and incorporates with them the exist- 
ing treaty regulations. It extends 
these exclusion laws to the Philip- 
pines and the other possessions of 
the United States, and forbids Chinese 
laborers in our colonial possessions 
coming Into this country. The Philip- 
pine commission, by the terms of the 
bill, is directed to adopt proper meas- 
ures for the enforcement of the pro-

jefore tbe cowboys can come to tlie 
rescue. As a result of tbis aud of tbe 
methods employed in retaliation by tbe 
cattlemen the "war on tho range," as it 
may be called, has led to a regular 
trade in assassination. It is estimated 
that the range feuds claim at least 500 
victims annually. 


This aspect of the struggle was re- 


cently brought before the public very 
vividly when Tom norss, a noted scout 
ami Indian tighter, was arrested in 
Wyoming, charged wit h having mur- 
dered William NicKull, son of a settler 
who had aroused the emalty of some 
big Wyoming cattle interests. Horn is 
now In Jail at Cheyenne, and it is al- 
leged that be has confessed that he had 
killed other settlers and had been paid 
a certain sum by a cattle company for 
every foe be removed. 


The killing of the NicUell boy was 


preceded' br the murder of two ranoh- 
inca in tbe Iron mountain district. 
These men were both shot, om> of them 
being toiled as lie was entering his cat- 
tle corral. Tlie Nickell boy was done to 
death not far from his father's cabin. 
The elder NickelPs fences tiad been 
cut, and he hart threatened to retaliate 
by poisoning alt the cattle that strayed 
on hi£ ranch. This is thought to have 
led to the assassination of his son. 


Occurrences such as these have help- 


ed to arouse the federal authorities to 
a sense of the terrible conditions which 
now prevail in the cattle country. Colo- 
nel Mosby's detfiruilneu .stand should 
do much to simplify things, and the 
nest step will be in tbe direction of ef- 
fecting peace between the warring fac- 
tions of the livfi stock men. The solu- 
tion of this problem'will be especially 
difficult, bat it is imperative that a so- 
lution be found.

If 
a contribution shows genius, though 
defective in structure and execution, 
it Is pretty sure to go. back to the au- 
thor with a kind and encouraging note, 


"Often," continues Mr. Alaen, "it 


seems to the editor that if the contribu- 
tor did not try ss hard be would do a 
better thing. First, as to his theme, he 
seeks something out of the way rnther 
than the thing at bund, which bits been 
token to heart and is therefore likely 
to be interesting.
